Pest Concerns Ban Some Nativity Scenes from U.S.

Many European countries have a tradition of making nativity 
scenes at Christmas time that Americans love to buy. How-
ever, the natural products used to make them are often 
banned from import to the United States because of the 
agricultural pests that could be nested in them.  
 
Shoppers should be aware that they can be fined $100 or 
more if they mail scenes that contain moss, bark, pinecones, 
untreated straw or other materials found to contain 
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2006 through Nov. 30 2007.  Interested parties should contact 
the RCO Wuerzburg for a copy of the solicitation packet which 
shall be used for submission.  Completed packets will be ac-
cepted until Mon. Nov. 27, 2006, at 2 p.m. For more information

However, Department of Agriculture officials say 
people can send nativity scenes that are produced using 
stripped wood, plastic, or commercially cleaned and lac-
quered straw.  
 
 
 
 
 
 
 
 
 
 
 
 
 
 

Italy, for example, has a custom of recreating the nativity 
scene called Presepe. These representations contain minia-
ture clay figures that craftsmen have made for hundreds of 
years. German nativity scenes are called Weihnachtskrip-
pen and contain carved or ceramic figures. 
 
However, these figures are often housed in a village setting 
made of natural bark decorated with peat moss. “The bark 
frames or peat moss parts of these nativity scenes can con-
tain damaging insects or other pests,” said William Man-
ning, U.S. Department of Agriculture adviser to U.S. Euro-
pean Command, “and are therefore prohibited from being 
imported into the United States.” The figurines themselves 
pose no agricultural risk and can be sent or taken stateside.

Turkey 101  
From Kay's Kitchen at www.commissaries.com 
If you’re the appointed turkey 
cook this Thanksgiving, and 
you′re stressing to the max be-
cause you′ve never done it be-
fore, take comfort in knowing 
this – roasting the turkey is the 
easiest part of the entire tradi-
tional feast. Peruse your com-
missary aisles for the turkey 
tailored to your specific needs – 
we've got ′em big and small and everything in between. Arm 
yourself with these basic guidelines and tips, and you're 
"good to go."  
 
How much do you need? 
Plan on 1/2 to 3/4 pounds per person for a regular bone–in 
turkey, and about 1/3 pound per person for a boneless 
breast or turkey roast. Allow a bit more if you want plenty of 
leftovers. 
 
How long does it take to thaw? 
Short answer – a long time! Place the frozen turkey on a 
tray in the refrigerator, and allow five hours per pound to 
complete the thawing process. Depending on size, this can 
take from two to five days. To speed things up a bit, remove 
the giblet packet and neck from inside the turkey, and thaw 
them separately. Be sure to check both the body cavity and 

the neck cavity for these – sometimes they are stored in 
two packets. If time is short, use the Cold Water Method for 
thawing, but do so carefully –– spoilage bacteria can multi-
ply rapidly at temperatures above 40°F. With the turkey in 
its original wrapper, place in a large container and cover 
completely with cold water. Change the water every 30 min-
utes, and allow an hour per pound total thawing time. 
 
How to roast? 
Preheat the oven to 325°F. Remove giblet packets from 
inside the turkey, then rinse inside and out with cold water 
and pat dry with paper towels. Generously rub the body and 
neck cavities with salt, and insert a medium onion, cut into 
quarters, and two or three celery sticks, with leaves. Sprin-
kle the skin with salt, then brush all over with melted butter 
or oil. Place the turkey, breast-side-up in a shallow roasting 
pan, and roast on the lowest oven rack until a meat ther-
mometer inserted in the thickest part of the thigh registers 
175°F to 180°F, and in the breast 160°F to 165°F. Refer to 
your turkey′s original wrapper for approximate total roasting 
times, which can range from 2 3/4 to 3 hours for a small 
turkey to 4 1/2 to 5 hours for a large one.  
Remove the turkey from the oven, tent loosely with alumi-
num foil, and let it rest for 15 to 20 minutes before carving. 
 
To stuff or not to stuff? 
If your favorite part of the Thanksgiving meal is the stuffing, 
then by all means get a reliable recipe and give it a try. Just 
be aware that food safety experts consider it a breeding 
ground for pathogens that can make you sick, if not done 
properly. For first-timers, baking a pan of dressing sepa-
rately is usually easier, and definitely safer. The decision to 
"stuff yourself" however, is totally up to you! From my view-
point, it′s the one day each year when it′s the totally accept-
able thing to do. I′ll burn off those extra calories by adding 
some distance to my daily walk, I tell myself, but I usually 
have to have a nap first.
